RECENT DEATHS. 


Ist Lisut. James Curry, U. S. Army, retired, 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel of Volunteers, died very 
suddenly August 8 at his residence at Chesapeake 
City, about a mile west of Fort Monroe, Va. He 
was going down the steps of his porch when he ac- 
cidently fell and broke his thigh. He was picked up 
and placed in a chair, and expired in a few mo- 
ments. He had been suffering for some time from 
heart trouble, and the shock no doubt hastened his 
death. He was buried in the post cemetery, Furt 
Monroe, August 10, with military honors, a large 
ecncourse of friends being present. He leaves a 
widow and three children, the eldest, Dr. Charles 
Curry, being vow located in Denver. Colonel 
Curry was born in Virginia, and in 1849 enlisted iu 
the 2d U.S. Artillery and served in the ranks until 
1861. In 1862 he was appvinted Captain and Com- 
missary of Subsistence of Volunteers, and was sta- 
tioned at Fort Monroe as depot commissary and 
had charge of supplying the armies in front of 
Richmond and Petersburg. For his faithful and 
arduous services in this capacity he received the 
brevets of Majorand Lieutenant-Colonel. He was 
mustered out in March, 1867, and the following 
June was appointed 2d Lieutenant, 5th U.S. Art., 
promoted Ist Lieutenant in 1871, and retired Sept. 
28, 1885, for disability incurred in the line of duty. 


CAPTAIN LOWELL A. CHAMRERLIN, Ist U. S. Artil- 
lery, who died, Aug. 9, at the Presidio of San Fran 
cisco of paralysis, served honorably during the 
whole of the War as an officer and enlisted man of 
Marylavod and [ndiana Artillery, and towards the 
end as ist lieutenant of the 5th U. 8. Veteran Infan- 
try. In May, 1866, he was appointed 2d lieutenant 
of the Ist Artillery and was promoted Ist lieutenant 
ip 1867. In 1873 he resigned, but was reinstated in 
1875 by Joint Resolutien of Congress with former 
rank and date of commission and without forfeiture 
of pay. He was promoted captain Nov. 25, 1886. 
Captain Chamberlin wasa good soldier with a varied 
experience, and at the time of bis death was in com- 
mand of Mountain Battery C of his regiment. 


Hewry V. ALLIEN, of the firm of Henry V. Allien 
and Co., died suddenly of heart failure un Thursday 
afternoon, at bis residence, 27 West 17th street. He 
was borp in 1813. His father was a lieutenant io 
tLe French vag | under Louls XVI, and while sta- 
tioned atthe isiana of San Domingo married the 
daughter of a planter there. Upon the iosurrec- 
tion of the blacks there, the couple barely ped 
with their hves on aschoover then lying in the port 
of Aux Caves bound for New York, and the Revo- 
lutiou in France induced the busband to resign bis 
commission and settlein New York. A brother of 
Mr, Allien’s motber fougbt with Lord Byron for the 
independence of the Greeks, and was captured with 
him at Miassilongbi; he afterwards joined Iturbide 
in Mexico. Another brother, Lamoat Rigai!l, ea- 
tered the U. S. Army, and died while stationed at 
Fort Moultrie. He was considered the handsomest 
manin the Army at thetime, and bis celebrated 
portrait, painted by Jarves in twenty minutes on a 
bet with eome brother officers, is now in possession 
of his stepson, Mr. Rigail Reah, of Augusta. Ga. 
Mr. Allien for many years represented in New York 
the Philadelphia house of William H. Horstmann 
and Sons, then Horstmann Brothers and Allien, 
and finally the successors, Heary V. Allien and Co.

guard. 


ALEXANDER B. Mort, M. D., who died, Aug. 12, at 
bis country seat at Yonukers, rendered efficient ser- 
vice during the war. [n April, 1861, he organized 
the medical corps of the militia regiments that were 
sent to the front, and later acted as Medical Virec- 
tor in New York, aad, together with tbe co-opera 
tion of patriotic ladies, founded the General Hos- 

ital in New York, of which he was made surgeon 

n charge, and received Nov. 7, 1862, the commission 

of surgeon of the U. 8. volunteers, with the raok of 
major. Toward the close of 1864 he was made Medi- 
cal [nspector of the Department of Virginia, and 
was attached to Gen. ward O. C. Ord’s staff. 
Among other events he was present at the confer- 
ence between Gen. Grant and Gen. Lee when the 
terms of surrender were being arranged. Un July 
27, 1865, he was mustered out of the Service with the 
brevet rank of colonel. Ur. Mott was one of the 
founders of Bellevue Medical College, and was Pro- 
fessor of Surgical Anatomy from its commence- 
ment, March 31, 1861, until 1872, Since then he has 
been Professor of Chemical and Operative Surgery.

MISS DOROTHY DIX’S LIFE BOAT. 
MILTON, MaAss., Ava. 12, 1889. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Some friend who was preparing a memoir of the 
late Miss eae Dix, wrote to me some time ago 
for information in regard to several life boats and 
a raft or balsa sent by her to the Isle of Sable nearly 
forty years ago, and I wrote to the United States 
Consul at Halifax for particulars, but received no 
reply. Recently, seeing that the Hon. W.G. Frye 
was appointed to that post, | addressed a letter to 
him and ya! received a — frem which I 
extract the following particulars, by R. J. Bou- 
talier, the superintendent at the Isle. 

‘There were three boats and a life car; two were 
sister boats, built of corrugated metal by the late 
Joseph Francis, and were named the Reliance and 
the Grace Darling; the other was a handsome 
wooden boat (sent by R, B. Forbes,) called the Vic- 
toria, probably built at Nantucket. Mass. Ths 
Grace Darling within a year of her arrival, rescued 
148 passengers and crew from the British ship Ar- 
cadia through a beavy surf and escaped with slight 
damage to her stern post. This boat is still in use, 
baving bad slight repairs in 188. The Reliance in 
attempting to reach the brigantine Wm. Bennet, 
was thrown back upon the beash end over end, and 
was so badly damaged as not to be worth repairing. 
The Francis life car, named the Rescue, is still 10 
good condition and kept ready for service. The Vic- 
toria rescued the crew of the schr. Eliza Ross, 
which was disabled and drifting by the Island. | 
have no information of her doing any other service 
in saving life; being built of wood she has become 
uveafe from age aud was sent off in 1835,” 

The two Francis metaliic boats and the life car were 
sent by Miss Dix, who raised money for their cost 
in New York and Philadelpnia; | raise’ tunds for 
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building the Victoria in Boston. A remarkable inci- 
dent occurred in regard to the boats sent by Miss Dix. 
They were ship on a schooner that was stranded 
somewhere on the coast of Nova Scotia, and the crew 
was saved by means of the Francis boats. These 
facts are particularly inturesting at this time when 
the late notices of Francis and Miss Dix are fresh 10 
the memory of the public.

A PRACTICE CAMP. 


MONTEREY, Cal., Aug. 3, 1889. 


THE first Inf., two troops of the 2d Cav. and two 
light batteries of the Ist Art. arrived at Monterey 
July 18, after a march of 150 miles through one of 
the most charming valleys in the world—Santa 
Clara. The three arms are commanded by Col. 
Shafter, under Brig. Gen. Miles. The three camps 
are close to one another, and in the immediate vi 
cinity of one of the most delightful hotels ic Cah. 
fornia, and including the extensive and beautifully 
laid out grounds, one of the most attractive hotels 
in America. The officers take their meals at 
the hotel, promenade with the handsome San Fran- 
cisco girls on the piazza and through the grounds in 
the afternoon, and in the evening flirt around the 
ball room in the fascinating mazes of the dance. 
The hotel is crowded while the camp is here, and 
San Francisco pours out its beiles in the wake of the 
gallant young officers. 

Among the pouoe ladies may be mentioned the 
Misses Fair, Blair, Pope, Tubbs, Hager, Taylor, 
Perry, Diamond, and a galaxy of other beauties. 
Senator Stanford, Justice Fields and wife, Gen. 
Miles, Mrs. Miles and daughter, Mrs. Sherman, Mrs. 
Miles’s mother and Mrs. Curtis, Mrs. Shafter and 
daughter, Mrs. McKitterick, Mr. McKitterick, Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander, nee Crocker, Mrs. Fair, Mrs. 
Donahoe, Mrs. Martin, Mrs. Smith and daughters, 
from Washington, D. C., are also at the hotel during 
the encampment. There is a fine string band at the 
hotel during the season, and thelist Inf. Band dis- 
courses excellent music at dress parade, guard 
mountand during the afternoons. The officers are 
busily occupied with different exercises in the artof 
modern warfare every morning, with the exception 
of Saturdays and Sundays, until 12 o’clock, after 
which both men and officers are free. On Monda 
we have battalion drill for two or three hours. Col. 
Shafter drills bis regiment, and there is no mistak- 
ing his commands, for they are given clearly and 
energetically. 

It 1s the first time the lst Infantry, the oldest re- 
zimeut in the United States and one of the finest re- 
giments of infantry in the Service, has been together 
in 20 years. The policy of concentration is begin- 
ning to have good effects. On Tuesday we have bri- 
gade drill with the three arms, Gen. Miles in com- 
mand or Col. Shafter. On Wednesdays we have 
assimilated exercises in the modern form of attack 
and defence, much in the following manner: The 
regiment is divided into battalions, one commanded 
by Col. Bartlett, the other by Major Moale, artiller 
by Major Haskin, cavalry by Major Me(iregor. Bri- 
gade commanded by Col. Shafter. The artillery is 
posted on the right of the infantry, two guns being 
posted on a neighboring elevation as a reserve. The 
enemy is represented bya line of targets behind 
parapets a mile distant. The cavalry is deployed in 
front and flanks to reconnoitre their position; the 
infantry and artillery advance—the infantry by a 
series of rushes, one battalion drawing the fire of 
the enemy, lying down and firing, while the other 
battalion is rushing forward, until when within 
close quarters the whole regiment rushes forward 
to capture the position. 

On Thursdays gabions, fascines, hurdles and snap- 
rollers and other means of revetments are taught 
by the captaiaos, while the heutenants ride out uo- 
der the command of a captain to take field notes 
and topography of parts of thesurrounding country. 
On Friday all the officers are in the council tent dis- 
cussing problems (and their solutions) of war which 
are given out by a board of experienced officers and 
solved by the youngsters during the week and on 
this occasion openly discussed. The men are also 
encouraged in athletic sports, ball playing, swim- 
ming, etc., ete, 

The object of all this is to have an actively effec- 
tive Army and well up in all the military im 
provements of the day. To do all this uires ways 
and means and at present the Congress of the United 
States has appropriated little or mothing tending to 
this object, so whatever is done is done throuzh 
much hardship and difficulty. lt isto be hoped that 
the nation, witnessing the good results of these mil- 
itary concentrations, will, through its representa- 
tives, generously appropriate the means actually 
required to properly carry out not only the letter 
of the lawin this respect but also the spirit, and 
that is to have our little Army the finest in the 
world, at least not inferior to any army. 





ORDNANCE NOTEs. 


A CORRESPONDENT sends us a full-size drawing of 
the new knife issued to the Hospital Corps and fur- 
nished by the Ordnance Department. It is described 
asa very superior article, made of the best steel, 
finely tempered and handsomely fiuished with 
nickel guard. The blade is twelve inches long, 
with a maximum width oftwoinches. The handle 
is eossngate’. It is furnished with a black leather 
scabbard, brass mounted. 





The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, on July

purehase of one 8-inch Haskell multicharge dyna- 
mite gun (model of February, 1889). The gun 1s to 
be made at the Cold Spring Works, and Lieut.

A') 
well. Leaders of the revolution are pnsoners. No 
further trouble. W. GOLDSBOROUGH.” 


Further advices say: “The presence of the Ad- 
ams was of more service in quieting tbe insurrec- 
tion than anything else. The Adams arrived on 
July 4, and found orders to go to Samoa, for which 
she made immediate preparations. Qa the day set 
for ber departure her surgeon was taken seriously 
ill with pneumonia at the Queen’s Hospital, and 
the ship has been expected to leave every day. 
There are po other men of-war iu the harbor. The 
Alert aud Nipsic have beer expected toarrive from 
Fanning Islands, and Wilcox endeavored to seize 
the King during the interval between the depart- 
ure of the Adams and the arrival of the Alert and 
Nipsic.”’

would suggesf by the commanding officer, and that 
he was ably assisted by the officers and crew, both 
prior to and during the storm, and that the disaster 
was due to no negligence, waut of skill or foresight 
on the part of any of the said officers.” 


ENGINEER-IN-CHIEF MELVILLE, of the Navy, one 
of the survivors of the De Long relief expedition 
and of the Jeannette party, is in correspondence 
with Albert Operti, the artist, in regard to two his- 
torical pictures of scenes in which Commodore Mel- 
ville was an actor and which Operti proposes to 
paint. Ose will be called the ‘Last Dinner.” It 
represents De Long, Melville, Chipp, and other 
members of the De Long expedition about to take 
different directions in the hope of being rescued. 
Tbis was the last seen of De Long by the others. 
The otber picture will represent the finding of the 
bodies of De Long and his cawpaniens by Melville. 


THE Western Morning News remarking upon the 
results of four hours steaming between H. M.S. 8, 
Benbow, Scout, Phaeton, Colossus, Edinburgh, Témé- 
raire and Devastation, that were the “so called fast 
cruisers’’ to once get within range of a battle ship's 
guns *‘they would not be able to escape by steam 
ing to wind ward” to giveany notice to tbeir friends; 
added, that such cruisers must bave great size and 
length to enable them in all weathers to “ maintain 
that superiority of speed over the ordinary battle- 
sbips with which they are popularly credited, and 
which alone renders tbem valuable.” In addition 
to large size, an ocean speed requires also great 
weight of bull ana a deep keel te maintain good 
headway when pitching and sending in a swell or 
seaway. A light vessel would in a similar position 
be greatly checked in speed by wave movement, 
as happened during the trial under consideration. 
This trial indrcated that the retention, of ships’ 
speed in a swell or seaway is very mucb 10 propor- 
tion to their weight and draught, and showed like- 
wise that the coal consumption of small craft is ne- 
«me in a far higher ratio than that of battle- 
ships. 

CnpeR date of July 11 Rear Admiral Kimberly 
reports to the Navy Dept. from Apia, Samoa, that 
the Fathers of the Catholic Mission there had re- 
quested belp from bim to relieve the pressing want 
of food then existing. Upon his return from Pago 
Pago, in a small vessel chartered for the trip, be 
brought back with bim supplies trom the Monon 
gahela, which, in accordance with the Department’s 
letter of May 24, he deemed it wise and proper to 
turn over to the Catholic Mission for distribution 
among the distressed Samoans. The Monongahela 
still has for issue large quantities of stores. The 
Admiral writes: “ There is undoubtedly a great 
scarcity of food at present, but [do not apprehend 
any loss of life from famine, except possibly among 
the old and feeble. I offered to divide such avail- 
able stores as were on hand with the London Mis- 
sionary Society, but my offer was declined, on the 
ground that the present scarcity among those under 
their care would not warrant such a distribution, 
and the society is very desirous of making the Sa- 
moans self-supporting. I cannot recommend any 
further distribution of food among the Samoans 
until the necessity is more apparent than it appears 
at present.”’ 


CAPTAIN O’KANE's report Aug. 5, is as follows: 
UNITED STATES STEAMER “ Boston,” t 
SeconD RATE, NEWPcURT, R. L., August 3, 1889. § 
To the Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C. : 

Sir: I bave respectfully to report that at 3.50 o’clock this 
afternoon, while returning to an anchorage from speed 
trials in Narragansett Bay, the Boston touched bottom fora 
moment off Rose Island, probably on Mitchenn Rock. I 
shall serd a diver down to make an examination as soon as 
Possible, in order to ascertain is apy serious injury has been 
received.

The injury to the bottom of the Boston was 
brought to view asthe water was pumped out of 
the dry dock in the Brooklyn Navy-yard Aug. 15. 
The point where the leak was situated was in the 
first garboaid strake, just above the keel, nearly 
amidships. The plate bad been indented a distance 
of about twelve feet, toa depth of about two in- 


ches, the width of the furrow being four toe six in- 
ches. In this furrow the plate had been completely 
punctured in three places, the holes being from 
four to five inches long and about two inches wide. 
Above these injuries, only a short distance below 
the biige keel, was apotber narrow scoring of the 
bottom, about eight feet long and an inch deep. 
The most important damage to the bottom, how- 
ever, was one that had pot been known or even 
suspected. Beneath the forward end of the super- 
structure in the second and third course of plates 
from the keel was found a gully about 25 or 30 feet 
loug and apparently a foot deep, shallowing in 
depth at both ends. Such an injury to the outer 
plates as thet first described amidships could occur 
without interfering with tbesbip’s framework; but 
this deep guily forward extencing as it does a foot 
= over many of the upright frames of the vessel, 
could not help crushing the frames themselves. The 
splendid quality of the steel was shown by the fact 
that no hole was made and no leak caused by this 
injury. Referring to these injuries, the New York 
Herald says very justly: **Such a blow to an old- 
time craft would bave scooped the bowels out of 
her and left ber ribs to bleach on Canonchet or 
Goat Island, But the Boston came up to New York 
after her accident ata tweive knot speed, aud could 
bave crossed the Atlantic bad it been necessary. I[t 
is pleasing to see that the new Navy can stand hard 
knocks without being crippled thereby.”

OUR NEW NAVY. 

A PRIVATE trial of the gunboat Petrel by the con- 
tractors took place Aug. 10. The result has been 
kept very quiet, but inasmuch as the contractors 
have asked for an extension of time uatil Monday 
next for the official trial, the presumption is that 
the vessel did not come upto expectations on the 
private trial. Io the last official trial she madea 
maximum of 1,350 L.H. P.in the early part of ber 
run, but before the four hours were over it had 
fallen off in consequence of poor coal and bad firing 
toso far below the 1,100 that the required average 
was barely maintained, Nevertheless she came with- 
in the contract requiremeut and could, therefore, 
be accepted at once, but in view of the beavy penalty 
imposed upon the contractors by reason of the long 
delay in completing the vessel, Secretary Tracy gen- 
erously granted another trial togive the contractors 
the advantage of the premiums on increased horse 
power in case she can exceed her previous record, as 
the builders confidently hope will be the case. 

The cruiser Churleston will be ready for trial again 
by the end of August. The defects in her piavsa 
which were developed by her former trial have 
been remedied, and all that now remains to be done 
is to run her epgines at the dock long enough to get 
them to working smoothly. She is guaranteed to 
make 7,000 horse power, but ber builders hope to 
give ber a record of at least 500 more, with $100 
premium for each additional horse power. 

The plans for the cruising monitor provided for 
by the last Congress, and generally known as the 
John R. Thomas ship, have not yet been fully agreed 
upon by the Board of Design for new ships. The 
Board to which Secretary Whitney submitted the 
plans authorized the sbip recommended that she 
carry more armor. Congress indorsed this by pro- 
viding that sbe be builtin accordance with this re 
port. More armor means more weizht and a con: e- 
quent disarrapgement of the entire plau of the ship. 
it is probable that ber length wiil be increased 
enough to give ber the required buoyancy, but this 
bas not as yet been definitely decided cn,

THE NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 

Tris for war that an aroy is intended, and to 
make it efficient for war the instruction of its off- 
cers should be unceasing up to the moment that 
the enemy 1s actually engaged. This is the German 
principle, and it is a principle that German sol- 
diers learned in the bitter school of defeat and hu- 
mniliation. Military duty is performed in time of 
peace, not for its own sake, but asa means of in- 
struction for war. No officer who is pot to-day 
better prepared to perform the duties of his posi- 
tion in case of war than he was twelve months ago 
should be allowed to ramain upon the active list, 
for his usefulness 1s passed. 

The most important duties of an officer are those 
of instruction and leadership. That he may be 
fitted to perform these, he should not be suffered 
to stagnate in inaction nor to rust in the ruts of 
routine and precedent. Every Major General 
should be assigned in turn to the command of the 
different military divisions, so that he may be pre- 
pared to command the Army, by familiarizing 
himself with the climate, geographical conditions, 
people, troops, ete., of each section. Every Briga- 
dier Genera!, too, should be relieved from one de- 
partment and ordered to another until he has gone 
the rounds. He should be assigned to the com- 
mand of the department in which he 1s serving, in 
the absence of the Major General, and should in 
turn assign his command to his senior colonel, 
when temporarily absent. What just reason is 
there why the military rights of rank and command 
should not be recognized for seniors as well as for 
juniors ? 

Following out the same principle, the senior sub- 
ordinate in each staff corps should be called Assist- 
ant Chief and stationed in Washington, to learn 
how to discharge the duties of the Chief in the event 
of his absence, death or retirement. The three offi- 
cers coming next in rank should serve tours of two 
years at the headquarters of the different military 
divisions, and the eight staff officers following them 
at tbe headquarters of the military departments. 
As the duties of staff and general officers are for 
instruction in time of peace, these changes should 
be made by the roster, so that each officer may have 
proper opportunity for acquiring experience. No 
officer should be allowed to choose duty for him- 
self. 

Each regiment, after serving ‘hree years in 0: ¢ 
military department, should be relieved and sent to 
another, so that it may in turn serve in all. If noae 
but officers and non-commissioned officers, with 
their personal baggage, were moved the expense 
would be small and the changes could be made after 


a three years’ tour. These, too, should be by roster, 


and without regard to the wishes of the officers, the 
purpose of making them being to give officers and 
non-commissioned officers the widest possible ex- 
perience and to prevent their forming too strong 
local attachments or establishing local interests. 

The present method of moving regiments is an in- 
justice to the private soldier. It forces him out of 
a climate and location he prefers and keeps him 
under the control of non commissioned officers, who 
are either his friends or his enemies, and by whom 
he is either flattered or persecuted. With anew set 
of subordinates to deal with from time to time, the 
non commissioned officer would be in a better posi- 
tion to discharge his duties without fear, favor, or 
affection. And why should non-commissioned offi- 
cers be compelled to eat, drink, and sleep with the 
men, any more than any other officer? Similar 
familiarity with the captain would soon place him 
in a like position, and ere long he would become the 
subject of the riaicule and chaff now bestowed upon 
the sergeants. 

An efficient military system requires that there 
should always be at hand a competent officer to 
fill the place of one killed or disabled. This prin- 
ciple recognized, there never need be any delay 
in performing at the precise hour named a given 
function because of the absence of a particular 
officer. Captains should be held responsible for 
the instruction of their lieutenants in company 
drills and duties and, instead of locking up books 
and papers to prevent their subordinates from seeing 
them, they should require each subaltern to write up 
once a year, and prepare for the signature of the 
captain, a complete set of company papers. Next 
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to performing bis own duties, the captain should 
be required to see that his lieutenants not only 
perform theirs, but that they are prepared to dis 
charge the duties of a captain. 

Similarly, battalions, post, and regimental com- 
manders should instruct their immediate juniors, 
requiring them at times to take command and pre- 
pare the papers belonging to the position they oc- 
cupy temporarily. This should not, however, be 
suffered to lead to any neglect of duty on the part 
of the responsible commander. Unless report Coes 
injustice, we have regimental, battalion, and com 
pany commanders who could not at an hour’s no- 
tice go out and drill their commands correctly. As 
we have bad no brigade drills for more than twenty 
years, it is not unlikely that the same may be said 
of some of our general officers. 

Thorough instruction of officers, not only in the 
duties of their immediate position, but in those 
they may at any moment be called upon to per- 
form in active service, is essential if we would es 
cape the double-headed command ani division of 
responsibility which results from entrusting to 
staff officers more than properly belongs to them. 
When the command is turned over to a subordinate 
for the purposes of instruction th2 troops will un- 
derstand and appreciate the necessity, however 
hard they might resent the transfer of responsi- 
bility which results from igaorance or neglect on 
the part of superiors. 

It is to be regretted that all officers cannot be 
required by law to take a thirty days’ leave every 
year. They need the change and variety ; a vaca 
tion gives others an opportunity for gaining experi 
ence. The officer thus placed in temporary com- 
mand should have all the power and responsibility 
of permanent command and be allowed to make 
sach changes as he wishes. No two officers “run” 
apy command alike, and every energetic junior 
thinks he can improve upon the existing status. 
The only way to ascertain the fact is to give him 
an opportunity occasionally to put his ideas into 
practice. No officer should be deprived of the op- 
portunity that belongs to him of acquiring experi- 
ence in the duties he may be called upon to per- 
form, by specially selecting another to fill a detail. 
Our experience has shown us that there is consid- 
erable human nature in Army officers. They like 
to assist their friends, and they have an nonest 
and most unconquerable belief that those they re- 
gard as personal enemies are unfit to hold any 
respectable position. They should not forget, 
however, that neither the country nor the Service 
has any use for their persona: predileciions and 
prejudices. These consider solely the end in view, 
which is the increase of the efficiency of the mili- 
tary establishment by developing to the utmost the 
capacity and the experience of the individual offi 
cer. A man who has “ winning ways to make 
folks hate him,” and against whom garrison preju- 
dice may direct its most poisoned shafts, may have 
in him the making of a most efficient soldier. 
The country suffered not a little at the 
outbreak of the War of the _ Rebellion 
because Army prejudices and predilections were 
carried into the field, and men were classified, not 
according to real capacity but according to precon- 
ceptions which had their origin more or less in the 
Sentiment of good fellowship and comradeship, and 
dated back, in many cases, to the experiences of 
West Point. The ideas which underlie the selec- 
tion for military details and positions with sole ref- 
erence to personal preferences, have much to do 
With this. Like results will follow in case of 
another war, from similar experiences, and again, 
as before, the country will be found arrayed against 
the influence of the regular establishment. Public 
sentiment is not discrimiaating, and if our Army 
would have its legitimate influence it must avoid, 
not merely the reality, but even the appearance of 
favoritism. Military rank and position count for 
nothing in this country. It is only through char- 
acter and capacity that our Army can hope for in- 
fluence, and it is only by being faithful to the high- 
est standards that it can deserve it. The Army was 
hot organized for the purpose of providing officers 
With comfortable berths, as too many seem to think, 
but for training a specially selected class of men for 
the discharge of the most imperative of all obliga- 
tions, and developing in them a sense of duty and 
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responsibility which does not belong to the average 
man, 











ENGLAND'S COAST DEFENCE. 


Lieut. J. C Cotwe, U. 8S. N., in his report to 
Congress on the subject, says: ‘* The coast defence 
of Great Britain is notably the most inefficient of 
any of the great European powers. Owing to the 
divided control, lack of co-operation, absence of 
digested schemes for mutual support, and the 
mixing of naval and military duties, the defence is 
unwieldy in its administration, unprepared for 
sudden work, and labors under the disadvantage of 
placing military men in situations outside their 
legitimate sphere of action.” The London Army 
and Navy Gazette learns now that the British War 
Office ‘‘has actually applied to the Admiralty for 
the services of a certain number of naval lieuten- 
ants to get the Royal Engineers out of the mess in 
which they find themselves through undertaking 
business which is not part of their trade.” The 
Germans have transferred the entire system of 
littoral defenee to their Navy. This was on the 
advice of Military Commissions, which pointed out 
the similarity between the guns and carriages used 
on board ship and in seacoast fortifications; that 
naval officers would be more likely to appre- 
ciate the weak points of the sbips or naval 
landing parties, by which alone coast defences 
are likely to be attacked; that the steam and 
hydraulic power now being largely introduced 
for the working of guns and turrets on shore 
require a specially trained body of men, who are 
already ready to hand in the navy; and lastly, that 
sailors are much better fitted to take care of works 
at the mouths of rivers than landsmen, while com- 
plete uuity of control is established, as both the 
arrangements for torpedo and mine defence are, 
and always bave been, in the hands of thenavy. In 
France the same system is followed, but not quite to 
so thorough an extent. Naval officers of high rank, 
with the title of Maritime Prefects, command each 
military port, ani all the forces afloat and ashore 
within the limits of their district. The coast forti- 
fications are all garrisoned by the marine artillery 
and light infantry, and divisions of torpedo boats 
are permanently assigned to each military port, 
there being 20 at Cherbourg, 15 at Brest, 10 at 
L’Orient, 10 at Rochefort, ana 20 at Toulon. ‘If 
there is anything whatever to be learnt from the 
lessons of past wars,’’ says our alarmed contempor- 
ary, ‘‘not all the unorganized gallantry in the world 
could save this country from severe aud crushing 
defeat under the present conditions of complete un- 
preparedness.” 








OFFICERS’ QUARTERS. 

THE Secretary of War has in contemplation a 
modification of the existing regulations in regard 
to the distmbution of quarters at mulitary posts. 
An order has been drafted which contemplates the 
assignment of quarters to offices rather than to 
officers. In other words, the rank of the individual 
is not to be the governing factor in allotting quar- 
ters, but at all posts each set of quarters is to be 
permanently designated for a certain office. One 
set, for instance, will be known as quarters for the 
quartermaster, another for the adjatant, another 
for the commissary, another for captain of Co. B, 
one for captain of Co. OC, and so on, without regard 
to the rank of the officers filling these positions. A 
building once thus designated will always be occu 
pied by the officers holding the positions referred 
to, regardless of the changes in rank that occur 
from time totime. The main object is to prevent 
the constant changing of quarters that result from 
the existing regulations on the subject. How to 
accomplish this is a matter that is receiving the 
serious consideration of the Department. The 
scheme referred to is the outline of the general order 
that has been drafted, but before putting any new 
regulation into force the Secretary prefers to have 
the views of bureaus and commanding officers, and 
witb that end in view, the proposed general order 
1s now on the rounds of the bureaus of the Depart- 
ment. 

One of the causes which prompted action at this 
time ia tuis matter is the application of Assistant 
Surgeon Ewing for the quarters occupied at Wash- 
ington Barracks by Lieut. Chase, the Adjutant of 
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the 83d Art. Having recently attained the rank of 
captain under the five years’ service law, Assistant 
Surgeon Ewing insiste¢ that he was entitled to the 
choice of the quarters, and selected those occupied 
by Lieut. Chase. Lieut. Chase objected to giving 
them up and appealed to Colonel Gibson, who sup- 
ported him and appealed the case, through the 
proper channels, to the War department, where 
the matter is still pending, as stated. 

A rule of this sort might work very well if our 
posts could all be rebuilt so as to make the various 
quarters more uniform in character, but we very 
much question whether it would be found to work 
satisfactorily as it is, 








For the first time since the detail of officers of 
the Army for college duty was authorized, an ap- 
plication of an Army chaplain for this character of 
duty has been received at the War Department. 
Chaplain Allen Allensworth, 24th U.S. Infantry, 
stationed at Fort Bayard, N. M., is the officer re- 
ferred to. He desires duty at one of the Tennessee 
colleges, which has, also, requested his detail. Chap- 
lain Allensworth in asking for the detail says that 
bis time would be devoted to obtaining from his 
own race some honorable and valuable recruits for 
the colored regiments of the Army. No action has 
yet been taken on his application, but as the law 
authorizing college details distinctly states that they 
are to be made for the purpose of instracting in 
military science and tactics, and as the State of 
Tennessee already has its full quoia of officers, it 
may be that his request will not be granted. 








It has been decidei by the Secretary of War 
that Assistant Surgeon Frederick W. Elbrey is not 
eligible for promotion to the grade of surgeon, 
which has been vacant for some time pending ac- 
tion in this case. The question for decision in 
Captain McEldery’s case was as to whether or not 
the action of the Examining Board in recommend-— 
ing him for promotion was paramount to the find- 
ing of the Retiring Board, which on a subsequent 
date found him physically disqualified for active 
service. The Secretary has taken the ground that 
his physical disability was discovered before the va- 
cancy to which he claimed promotion actually ex- 
isted, and by his action iv this case discourages 
the plan which has hitherto prevailel of examine 
ing assistant surgeons for promotion far in ud- 
vance of the time when these promotions actually 
take effect. 





TE Secretary of War has approved the recom- 
mendation of the Avademic Board for the location 
of the new academic building, gymnasiam and 
other buildings at West Point, and the new super- 
intendeut to be designated iu a few days will be 
given the necessary instructions to proceed with 
the construction of the buildings without further 
delay. The academic building, as previously stated, 
will be located where the old one at present stands. 








GENERAL RuGER has mapped out an elaborate 
programme of field instruction for the troops in the 
Department ot Dakota. Two camps will be estab- 
lished in a few days, one on the Little Missourn 
River, near Stoneville, Montana, and one near the 
Little Rocky Mountains, in Montina, on Lodge Pole 
Creek.

The 
idea of years gone by that the men must have rum 
was absolutely wrong, and what was good for the 
army was good for;all classes.” 
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Tue Pioneer Press, referring to the Sioux Com- 
mission, says: It was pretty hard at first for Gen. 
Crook to argue with those he had been most accus- 
tomed to command, but he is not at all self-suffi- 
cient nor jealous of his dignity. When he thought 
the recalcitrants were going too far, he bad a quick 
but effective sentence or two at command, and 
never failed to bring them up standing. Heand his 
fellow commissioners respected John Grass—by far 
the mest intelligent chief among the Sioux—but 
Crock put a bricf quietus upon his eloquence on 
ore cccasion. Grass was descanting upon the 
wrongs of the Indians, especially that their lands 
had been taken from them by force. Particulariy 
did be refer to the country round about the Heart 
river, which erstwhile was a great place for game. 
“Yes, Johp,” said the General, quietly, ‘it was too 
bad to take that fine country from you. Howdo you 
suppose the Rees (Arickarees) felt about it when 
you took it from them?” 








THE city of Phil:delphia is experiencing some 
trouble in obtaining the detail of one officer of the 
Navy to take command of her schoolship. Comdr. 
Forsyth, who was first consulted, refused to serve 
unless he should be given at least $2,000 in addition 
to his pay asa naval officer, and at the same time 
accorded absolute command of the ship. The man- 
agers, however, offered to pay him only $500, and 
insisted on exercising control of appointments of 
subordinates. Comdr. Merriman was next asked to 
accept the detai', but be also declined for similar 
reasons to those given by Comdr. Forsyth. Thus 
the matter stands. The city is anxious to have an 
officer detailed for the purpose, and thinks that the 
detail should be made whether agreeable to the 
officer or not. Secretary Tracy, however, is not 
disposed to make a detail against the wishes of an 
officer, and for the time being it is uncertain when 
the new schoolship will have a commanding officer.

It is hard even for a 
ist sergeant to have intimates in a company without 
being accused of partiality, and it would be very 
much more aggravated in the case of officers.”

He 
performed efficient service during the war, rec 2iv- 
ing the brevets of captain and major tor gallantry 
at Boydton Plank Road and Sailor's Creek. Since 
the war he bas been an excellent duty officer, and 
served as adjutant of his regiment from March 7, 
1865, to Aug. 25, 1879, over tourteen years. He leaves 
a widow and children. 








Wui_e in Boston last week, Secretary Proctor 
talked with representatives of the [ndian Rights 
Association in regard to the transfer of Geromino 
and his band to the Cherokee Reservation in North 
Carolina. Nothing came of the conference, how 
ever, as the Indian Rights Association were not 
ready to say that they would buy the proposed lo- 
cation, and as the Depurtment had reason to ex 
pect that they would, the Secretary was not pre- 
pared to make apy other proposition.

course the two{have with one another, and is always 
dispelled by a closer acquaintance. The continued 
development of the Navy greatly depends upon the 
close touch maintai ned bel ween the people and the 
service.

DESERTIONS AND THEIR CAUSES, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THe number of desertions in the Army, though 
apparently greater than last year, does not alarm 
the War Department officials. The statistics which 
have appeared in the dailies have not been compiled 
from the entire muster-rolls of the Army, but from 
iwolated companies; they represent the aggregate 
desertions about a3 the “three tailors of Tooley 
street’ represented ‘the people of Esgland."’ 

Desertions in the Army occur in greater per cent. 
in small thanin large companies; they are more 
fre.juent among recruits than among old soldiers. 

The principal cause of desertion is work. At a 
post where a few men have all the work to do, de- 
sertion isthe rule. A recruit who has read the life 
of Gen. Scott; one who is ambitious and not indus- 
trious, and who enlists with a rose colored hope of 
pee py for gallantry but really finds the police 

uty of a garrison staring bim in the face, is apt to 
desert after receiving his first month's pay. 

The city boy who has not been much around horses 
is apt to ** jump the Army ” after he has engaged in 
one drill of the light artillery, so dangerous does 
that exercise appear to him. 

It happens that, during this year, there has been 
an unusually large number of enlistments; conse- 
quently a large number of desertions. 

While it is eminently proper to admit that figures 
will not lie, itis difficult to concede that those who 
handle the figures are above reproach. Statistics, 
though correct for several particular troops, should 
never be stretched te cover the whole Army. 

Avother view is presented as follows byaN. Y. 
Herald correspondent: *“ Desertion statistics re- 
cently compiled at the War Department present the 
lamentable fact that the Army's greatest abuse ison 
the increase. The returns from company com- 
marders show a total of 2,811 desertions during the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last. This is an increase 
of 372 over the aqumber recorded for the previous 
fiscal year. 

“The commanding general and the adjutant-gen- 
eral of the Army are undisturbed over these figures. 
They are thoroughly alive to the necessity of apply- 
ing a speedy remedy, but want to be surp of their 
diagnosis. The returns are avcordingly being criti 
cally examined with a view to first locating the com- 

anies from which the greater number of desertions 

ave occurred and then determining the causes 
therefor. These ascertiined the remedy will be ap- 
plied that will most speedily effect a cure. 

* There is no denying that the barsh treatment of 
some officers is the true secret of many desertions. 
Nearly 33 per cent. of one company, commanded by 
an officer generally known asa martinet, deserted 
during the past year. Large percentages have also 
been discovered in other companies where the dis- 
cipline was severe. [tis the menial labor that sol- 
diers have to perform that also accounts in a large 
degree for desertion. 

“The whole subject is to be investigated 10 all its 
bearings this fall, and vonsidering that the 2,811 de- 
sertions during the past year represent a loas to the 
Government of over $600,000, it will not be surpris- 
ing if Congress takes a hand in it.” 








INFANTRY FOR ALASKA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As 1T is reported that the War Department is con- 
sidering the advisability of sending au infantry 
command cto Alaska, you may admita few state- 
seante and considerations suggested by the proposi- 
tion. 

Garrisons have heretofore been stationed at 
Wrangel and Sitka. Afterafew years’ experience 
they were wisely withdrawn. (From- po poinc iv 
Alaska can troops be marched five miles without 
weruiag their way over almost insurmountable 
bills an —, their way through almost impene- 
trable forest.) Ispeak from experience in saying 
that there is no communication anywhere excerpt 
by water. The mountains come down to the shore 
line so prakeesny that there is no room for roads 
along the shores, and in the interior thereis nothing 
but a wilderness—woods, bills, precipices and gla 
ciers. There is little or no agricultural production. 
The Indians are peaceful, harmless, and, with the 
Chinamen, do nearly all the work. They need Jabor 
schools rather than soldiers to civilize them. The 
white population does not require military posts to 
aid in its development, but a good territorial gov- 
ernment and cheap transportation. A somewhat 
bigher temperature and a good deal less rain would 
also help them out wonderfully. 

This sudden cali for military occupation comes, 
from the fact that “certain parties with a pull” 
bave made investments there. But if these Solons 
will read over the posse comitatus act, they will see 
that soldiers, when 800 miles from a telegraph eta 
tion, can do but little to aid the civil arm, and in 
the event of a war with the power that controls the 
sea they would be as useless asastranded ship. I[f 
the distribution of Government funds is the desired 
end, a liberal bounty to a line of steamers would 
give more efficieut help. 

But until we acquire British Columbia and make 
the Pacific Ocean an American lake Alaska must be 
held by the strength of our Navy. CENTURIAN.

The 12th brought good weather with them, for, al- 
though it stormed hardin the city at the time of 
leaving, it was bright and clear on their arrival in 
camp. The Long Branch reached "s Hook be- 
fore2P. M., the quickest time ever made by her, 
and the regiment was up in camp almost before the 
47th could get ready to leave. One company of the 
Provisional Battalion—the 43d from Olean—arrived 
about 10 a. M., and were quartered temporarily iu 
the instruction tent. The other three compauies, 
under command of Capt. Stearns, of the Oswego 
company, did not arrive till 6 P. M. 

There was vo time lost by the regiment, but like 
veterans they at once setto wurk to make them- 
selves comfortable. Both Colonel Barber and Col. 
Dowd personally went into every company street 
to see that their men were well taken vare of and 
properly provided for before they went to their 
own tents. When the eveniog traius broughta few 
more belonging to the regiment, and the battalion 
had all arrived, the camp was the largest of the 
erty there being about 870 officers aod men all 
to 





Saturday night the regiment bad dress parade. 
For the tirst one it was very creditable, though a 
mistake of the field officer on the rightand one 
staff officer,were noticeable, the former not taking 
bis place with line of officers properly ov diemissal 
of parade, and the latter keeping hie sword at a 
carry while the battalion was at an order. The 
mistake of the field officer was repeated also during 
the week. 

The 12th during the early part of the week was 
a disappointment to many of its friends in its bat- 
talion drills—so much had been expected of this 
regiment, which had been spoken of as a model in 
many qualities, and held up as an example for 
other organizations of the Guard to follow. Its 
Colonel and Lieutenant-Colovel are both graduates 
of the Military Academy, and the former has seen 
service inthe Regular Army, while the latter has 
been several years in the National Guard, and the 
reputation of the regiment bas always been that of 
an excellent, first-class organization. But the bat- 
taliou drills were poor througuout the week. The 
step was always siow and successive movements 
were hurried one on the.other in such a way that 
little details could not be properly executed, while 
at the same time they were never corrected. In 
“falling in ranks,’ and assemblivg promptly, the 
regiment must be praised. Colonel Barber insti- 
tuted an innovation in the marching and meals. 
Instead of each company marching under its lst 
sergeant as heretufore, the entire battahon was 
assembled at meal calls and marched to the mess 
hall by the senior officer present. Colonel Barber's 
idea was to give bis men practice in falling in ranks 
quickly and promptly, and though the mess hall 
authorities and one or two occupants of Luxury 
Row did not like the innovation, they were ali 
compelled to acknowledge the good done by it 
before the week expired. It would seem, however, 
to be a graveerror to have officers draw eir 
swords in warching men without arms. 

The panes prescribe that—* The sword and sword- 
belt will worn upon all occasions of duty except stabie 
and fatigue.”” While the tactics further says that—“ All 
, ———~.\_mrhaaaaaat u arms are given with the sword 

rawo.” : : 

From this, therefore, it seems that while the sword is pro- 

rly woro by officers ia command of troops, that since the 

tter were without arms, the officers should allow the 
sword to remain sheat . The first day the movement was 
tried it took the regiment a little more than Il minutes be- 
fore all the men were seated, trom time of assembiy. To- 
wards the last of the week tney were siow if it took them 
over three minutes, 

Toe dress parades, whioht were poor at first, were very good 
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towards the last of the week, but guard mounting and guard 
duty throughout the week were miserable. This important 
work of the soldier should be frequently p by the 
regiment in its armory during the next two years that it 
mav make a creditable showing when it next goes to camp. 

There was one duty, however, in which the 12th excelled 
all other organizations in camp thus far, and that is its 
police work. It vas undoubtedly the cleanest camp of the 
year, not only in the company streets, but also the interior 
arrangements of the tents. n men bad nothing else to 
do they got together and, armed with shovel and broom, 
seemed to enjoy cleaning the streets till they actually shone 
with polish. The [2th isa ment.and has a most 
excellent colonel. If it will earnestly fullow his lead and 
advice it will be what its friends know it can be, in the van 
ot the Guard of the State. But in order to attain this stand- 
ard its officers must give up all or any personal feelings, and 
work as a unit for the good of the whole. They must also 
give up the idea that they are d critics of the entire 
science of war and that they know the entire military art. 
A big head has often spoiled what otherwise would make 
an excellent military man. 

Major Chauncey bad a bard task in his battalion to achieve 
the same result he did last year. But he succeeded, Of the 
four companies, one, the 45th, of Cortlandt, had never teen 
in camp before. Its captain haa resigned a week before 
camp opened, but in the one year of his administration be 
had never allowed his officers to drill the company once, or 
even givea commend. He bad made no non commissioned 
officers, but had a few privates act as such, and then allowed 
them no chance to ever give a command. The company, 
theretore, was beavily handicapped, but it succecded most 
admurably io adapting itself tojcamp life, and compary and 
battalion drills, as well as guard duty, were equally well 
pertormed with the other companies of the battalion. A 
great deal of credit is due to the earnest efforts of the two 
lieutenants, Dunsmore and Birdlebough, for their earnest 
work, Capt. Tbyng, commanding the 43d Sep. Co., from 
Olean, ulso deserves praise tor the manner in which he bas 
brought his company toa state of excellent discipline and 
drill,and he can safely march now alongside of the best 
companies in the State with no fear of the comparison. 

The 35th Separate Company from Og Jensburgh, and the 
38th from Oswego, both fully maintained the reputations 
they bave of being among the best organizations in the 
Guard. Battalion drills were poor vhe first few days, but 
on Thursday and Friday they were really excellent. In 
police work the battalion was generally very good, but in 
matters of military Gas and etiquette there is much 
for it yet to learn. This also applies equally well to the 
regiment. On Thursday P. M. a grand guard, composed of 
the entire battalion, was mounted, Major Chaun serving 
as field officer of the day. The guard left camp at 3.45 P. M., 
proceeded northward a distance of two miles and a half, 
and established lines of reserve, outposts, and sentinels, 
covering all approaches tothe camp from Peckskill, Ains- 
ville, and the north and east. The line of sentinels was 
about one mile in length, and the duty was excellently well 
performed. Several important captures of men who had 
left camp without permission were made; also three or 
four of the mess ball waiters. The guard returned to camp 
at 11.30 Pp. M., and were so interested ir their work that they 
wished to go out again the following day and stay all night. 

The dctachment of the 2d Battery was relieved on Aug. 3 
by asection of the 3d Battery, Capt. uin, from Brook- 
lyn. Tbe personnel of tbe section was excellent, but sadly 
jacked drill and discipline. The first may be due to the bat- 
tery having only Gatling guns, the weapons of infantry, at 
home to drill with, and therefore knowing little or nothing 
of artillery proper. But there can be no excuse for a can- 
noneer deliberately knocking his sergeant down because 
the latter spoke sharply to him on a matter of duty. After 
six days of exceptionally pleasant weather, on Friday P. M. 
the rain commenced to fali and continued through the night 
and the early part of the next day. It cleared at 10. M., in 
time to permit the review of the troops , A distinguished 
party ot visitors. This party consisted of Governors Beaver 
of Penosylvania and Foraker of Obio, ex Governors Cornell 
of New York and Boutwell of Massachusetts, Generals H. A. 
Barnum and Townsend, and Judge Robertson. They were 
on their way to Kingston, where the gold medal of honor 
awarded by Sonqeers for special deeds of bravery in the 
War of the Rebeilion was to be presented to Gen. Barnum. 
They stopped but an hour at camp, but in that time they 
visited every part of the grounds and buildings thoroughly, 
and were greatly ——— with the discipline and proticiency 
of the troops. The review was one of the ceremonies 
yet seen at the camp. The formation was exceedingly 

rompt and perfect. In the passage, distances were fault- 
essly preserved, which was apparent when the 14 companies 
wheeled into line, and the step, alignments, and salutes were 
very good, At 2 P.M. the 12th left by the Branch for 
New York and the battalion by aspecial train for their 
homes. They were relieved by the 74th Regiment from 
Buffalo and the 5th Provisional Battalion.

USING PROFANE LANGUAGE, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Do rov consider it proper for an officer, in giving 
orders to meno under his command, or addressing 
them, to accompany his orders orremarks with pro- 
fane language? And has a gentleman, although 
only a sentry, no redress against an officer who 
abuses his authority by cursing him officially? An 
officer of the day at the State camp recently used 
language to the men unfortunate enough to be 
under him which was most disgraceful for a man 
whois supposed to bean officer and a gentleman. 
Almost every word to asentry was accompanied 
py-an oatb, and his whole supervision was most 
tyrannical and exasperating to those under him. As 
an example. he came to the guard house and, in a 
profane though jocular manner, asked for a couple 
of g— d—— good bruisers able to kick a lung out of 
a prisoner who would not work. A sentinel replied 
that he wouldn’t kick a lung out of any prisoner for 
$50, whereupon the gallant captain immediately 
placed the sentry under arrest. 1 am aware that an 
enlisted man on duty should not reply or question 
the authority of an officer, but the above example 
is an exception, and hardly justifies arrest, as the 
captain was solely responsible for the sentinel’s re- 
ply and drew it out.

REFERRING to the Lord Mayor of London, the 
Naval and Military Argus says: in the detai'ed state- 
ment issued b nie lordship, when asking for —_ 
scriptions for the “ Patriotic Volunteer Fund,” it is 
asserted that the government eapitation grant is in- 
adequate to at once completely clothe and equip 
the men, and it goes on to relate that out cf the -41,- 
0v0 men comp in the volanteer ents of 
the metropolis, 26.000 have vo great coats, 6,000 huve 
no water bottles, 6,000 have no haversacks, 25,000 
bave no mess tins, 29,600 have no urdress tunics, 
the whole number have no extra trousers, 
have neither kit bags or valises,.the whole number 
have pot a pair of strong military boots, or a knife 
and lanyard. Besides these deficiencies the pouches 
at present iu use only hold half the number of car- 
tridges carried by foreign soldiers. This very strong 
statement of the Lord Mayor refers, it may be ob 
served, merely to those volunteer ments which 
are within the metropolitan’ area, but it is almost 
certain that matters are even worse in the country.” 
Commenting on this statement the Argus attributes 
this condition to the “profound contempt for and 
dislike of the volunteers, entertained by the rofes 
sional soldier, from the Duke of Cambridge down.”’ 
{n contrast to this we may congratulate ourselves 
on the a equipment of our National Guard, 
gee at of this State. The entire force could 

placed in at the shortest notice, 
+ a every man would be equipped as completely 
as is deemed necessary for the American soldier. 
The sawe is true in most other States. Last May, 
when the entire Natioval Guard of Pennsylvania, 
for instance, was ordered to New York, the equip- 
ment of every man included every thing essential 
for active service in the field.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


An interesting chapter of Napoleonic history will 
appear in the September Century, consisting of let- 
ters and journals of British officers, describing 
Napoleon's sages te Elba, also to St. Helena; also 
an unpublished manuscript by Lincoln. During his 
second Presidential campaign he was invited to at- 
tend a Union mass meeting at Buffalo, and at first 
thought of writing a long letter, but concluded 
afterward to sepd only a formal note. The part of 
the letter written consists of about 500 words and is 
a defence of his own policy, in the course of which 
he says : “in no other way could [ serve myself so 
well as by truly serving the Union.” 

The Lost Dispatch is a new contribution to the 
swelling volume ofstories of the war for the Uuion, 
and comes from the press of the Galesburg Printing 
and Publishing Co. [ts authorsbip is anonymous, 
and in a rather unusual preface the writer says there 
are not more than 25 persons now living who could 
discover his identity {rom reading the story, and that 
he places them on their honor not to reveal the 
secret. The story purports to relate the means by 
which Gen. McClellan obtained a copy of Gen. Lee's 
order for the campaign which terminated at Antie- 
tam. Itis interesting, but the central iucident is 
too wildly improbable to be seriously presented, and 
is rather likely to excite amusement than any other 
feeling.

We have recently received from Messrs. Harper 
anc Bros., a copy of Between the Lines, by Captain 
Charles King. lt has often been remarked among 
the countless admirers of Captain King’s novels, 
that though always charming and perfect in their 
portrayals of garrison life, the canvas has been 
rather too restricted for the exercise of his full 
power. In Between the Lines however, he has taken 
a wider range, and has given us a beautifully told 
tale of the great rebellion, that displays his pecul- 
iar ability in the happiest mauner. To be interest- 
ing, according to Coleridge, is the first essential to 
a good novel, and in this Capt. King never fails. 
But in addition he1s the master of a peculiarly fresh 
and clear style, while to the photographic accuracy 
of his treatment of military subjects, he adds an 
unvarying purity of tone, and a robust manliness 
of thought that is refreshing in these days when the 
presses teem with unhealthy, unpleasant, unna- 
tural and prurient romances. Capt. King has al- 
ready won a very high place in the literary world, 

et we believe that a still higher rank will be his, 

or wm his work we note a manifest growth in bis 
power as well as in literary skill. To-day he is re- 
garded by many notable critics as the author of the 
best purely military novels in our language. His 
works aie familiar friends in Europe as well as iu 
American Army circles, and his pictures of garrison 
life do not suffer by comparison with those of 
Whytte-Melville or James Grant. Between the Lines 
isa work withouta dull page, and it sparkles with 
brilliantly told incidents, through which the veteran 
cau almost see the glint of bright sabres, or bear 
the cavairy bugles sounding the *charge.”’ The de- 
scription of the cavalry encounter on the right at 
ont ey is a superb piece of martial word. paint- 
ing, and, by itself, makes the book a remarkable 
one. 

The second edition of Elements of the Art of 
War, by James Mercur, Professor of Civil and 
Military Engineering at the West: Point Military 
Academy, has just been published by John Wiley 
and Sons, New York. itis a handsome volume of 
300 pages, and is a revision of the original work 
which was prepared as a text book for the use of 
the cadets. It is, ot course, far more than a text- 
book, as it contains the expression of the ripened 
thought and the results of the life-long work of an 
eminent military student. In the preface the au- 
thor says uf the book ; ** An attempt has been made 
to arrange the matter in such order as to lead one 
first approaching the subject, to so study campaigns 
and battles as to try to discover the causes which 
have secured victory to one and entailed defeat 
upon another, and to determine whether they arise 





from tactics, logistics. or strategy.’’ In fully ac- 
complisbing this design, Prof. Mercur has drawn 
freely from the best works on the special subjects 
discussed, and has secured for his readers the very 
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cream of modern military science; and in addition, 
be bas presented a great number of sound military 
maxims, in an almost epigrammatic style, that 
serves to fix them in the memory of the readers.
